win, and thu s it was he won with 
ease, to the su rp rise and disgu st of 
the individu als whom he p atron­ 
ized. 
W hile here. Philip s invariably 
entered the saloon in comp any with 
a white comp anion, and while the 
latter was having the barkeep er 
p rep are the drinks the negro wou ld 
get in his work. 
It is said he 
scoop ed in something like 
$130 
du ring his three days’ sojou rn, his 
victims b "‘ing saloons 
where a 
negro is fu rnished drinks the same 
as a white man, p rovided the cash 
is p assed over to the barkeep er. 
W hen taken in cu stody by Offi­ 
cer Evans, Philip s was escorted be­ 
fore Chief of Police Prentice, when 
the above information was gleaned.
